Anjw. The ground of this Queftion we fuppole ts 
that of the Apoftle, “‘ He chat doubteth is Damned it he 
“ Fat —to which We fay, Firft, That what we render 
Damned there, has by good Commentators been thought-to 
fignifie no more than Condemned, Self-condemn'd or Fudged 
by his own miftaken Confcience : However the Diares 
of fuch a Confcience, in a thing of no greater moment, 
and left indifferent by Authority, do, We think, Oblige to 
af or forbear according to their Diredtion —the conle- 
quence whereof is, that the refufing to feilow fuch Di- 
vedtion is a Sin, and every Sin is by Proteftants account- 
ed in its own Nature, damning, and will be aually to 
without Repentance: Tho’ in the mean time, thole who 
feruple any tuch indifferent Action a to get their Con- 
(ciences better inform’d, and to confider the Natare of an 
indifferent thing, which is no other, as the Word it 
felf Gontefles, than firch as a Perfon is left indifferent as 
to the dang of it, or Jetting it alone, neither ot ‘em be- 
ing a Sin the Contideration of which 1s fufficient to 
fatisfie any who don’t wilfully clofe their Eyes againtt 
common Senje and Reason. 


Queft. 2. In the Ladies Queftion about Patches, fhe 
faid fhe wow d leave ‘em off when fhe came in thofe places 
where they wou'd give Offence: Tou told her in your An- 
fwer, *twas more than fhe was bound to do; Now my Query 
is, Whether that in the 14th. Rom. 13. don’t Oblige her to 
it? 

Anfw. We are ftill of che fame Mind, and think the 
is not Oblig’d either by that or eny other place of 
Scripture'to abvidge her own jujt Liberty, only to pre- 
vent a weak Perions taking Offence at it : Qur Reafon 
is, Becaufe the Offerce, or f{candalizing our Brethren, 
mention’ by chis Apoftle and by our Saviour, is quite 
different trom the Offence mention’d in the Queftion ; 
That Offence was a proper Grek Scandal or Stumbling- 
block, which is defin’d by St. Paul himfelf ( in the place 
already cited ) an Occafonto fall, v. 13. and that. fuch 
as wou'd De/troy our Brother, v. 15, & 20. whence tis 
plain that it muft be Canfing our Brother to Sin by our 
means that is here {poken againft, which the Chrifti- 
an then might do in two Inftances : Firft, Towards the 
Fews, by keeping them from Chriftianity in judging or 
reviling ‘em for their Ceremonial Nicetys, concerning 
Meats and Drinks. Secondly, Towards the Heathens, in 
eating Meat facrific’d to Idols, which harden’d the Gen- 
tiles in their Idolatry, and might give Occafion to weak 
Chriftians wholly to Apoffatize trom the Faith; but 
fure neither of rhele Effects, nor any ching like ’em, 
can come from Hearing Patches, nor can we tuppole 
others fhou'd Wear ’em againft their Confciences from 
any fuch Example, which is the only proper Scandal 
We can pailibly conceive fhon’d be taken at them this 
being fo ‘ar trom being likely, that there’s more fear 
of their Uncharitable Anger and Difpleaiure than fin- 
fudl Imitation. That therefore that’s requir'd on both 
fides in the pre(ent Cafe, is, that we Fudge nor one ano- 
ther, as the Apoftle exprefly tells us, for, as he fays af- 
terwards, “ The Kingdom of God’ is not Afeats and 
** Drinks ( nor Cloaths, nor Ornaments ) but Righteoufeefs 
and Peace, and Foy in the Holy Ghoft. 


Queft. 3. I was once Reprov'dt by a Miniffer for Wearing 
Of Pearl; t9 Convince me, be sold me “txods plainly forbidden 


in the r{t. of Timothy 2. 9. where the Chrijtian Women are 
Order’d not to wear it: I have fince jeen Dr. Hammond’y 
and M:. Pool’s Annotations on the place, but yet remain 
unfatisfied, and th: refore dl fire your Fi ‘gmert thercom ? 
Anjw. Tis not likely that We fhou’d fatishe yout 
Doubr, if fuch as you have Nam’d already have fal’ 
of doing it — which yet We think in it felf very eafe 
to be done. In Order to which We thai! firft Objerve; 
that this Direction relates e/rectally to Religious Aijom- 
blies, at which Chriftian Women are not prelent them- 
felves, fo as to eniware the Eyes of the Bebolders with 
their Beauty and Gaiety ; bute; as well as the Men in the 
8th. v. to liftup Holy Hands without Wrath and DouwSs- 
ing. Then further, Dr. Hammond fays in his Para- 
phrafe, “That Women are here’ required to come ro 
“the Affemblies and Pray ia tiich an Attire as ts decent; 
“accounting Modefty and Sobriety the greate/t ( he does 
* not fay the only ) Ornament, and not teting themielves 
** out vasnly, and with Ojfentation, in Cu: ious Dreflings,¢o°c: 
thus far he; and indeed ‘tis plain, that the meaning of 
the Apoftle is no more than that they ought rather co 
delight in the Ornaments of Good Works, and of a meek 
and quiet Spirit, than in Pearls and Fewels. That this 
is the genuine Senfe of the Words, will ( We think ) be 
plain from theie following Confiderations. Firft, That 
‘ts very common in the Holy Scriptures to put a Nega- 
tive initead of a Comparative, lee Gen. 5.8. and twenty 
other Inftances ; take one that’s very plain, in Prov; 
8. 19. Receive my Inftruction and not Silver ; Is not here 
expre(s Text for the Mendicant Fryars,that mutt not touch a 
Groat, ( unlefs you put it into their Sleeve ) and wou'd not 
this oon put an endto Trade, or reduce ail to the Pri- 
mitive way of Barter, if we fhou'd deny Meanings, as 
fome foolifh Enthufiafts have done ? But it appears both 
from Common Senfe and the other part of the Verfe, that 
(as has been faid ) a Negative is put for a Comparative 3 
for it follows, and Knowledge tather than Choice Gold. 
Agen, in the Controverted Text, Wearing Gold and 
all Coftly Array is mentioned as wel! as well as Pearl ; but 
We know the Holy Women of Old were {Ometimes adorn’d 
with Gold, as particularly the Hiftory of Rebecca thows 
us, and that in fo odd a manner as Nofe-‘fewels, &c. ta 
and nothing of the King's Daughters Dre(s, who might 
be all glorious within, and yet her Cloathing too be of 
wrought Gold ; Nor to infift on the Prafice of our own 
and moft other Nations, to Marry and Seal with Rings, 
ufually of the fame Metal. Bur our laft Argument, if 
there's need of more, that the prefent place is to be 
underftood in the Senfe wherein We have explain’d ir, 
fhall be taken from the Comparifon of another Scrip- 
ture with it, which is very like it, and which muft ne- 
ceflarily be taken in this Comparative Sente ; ’tis the 1/t: 
of St. Pet. 3.3. where the Apoftle tells the Wives — 
thar their Adorning fhou'd nor be chat outward Adorning 
of Plating the Hair, and wearing of Gold, or of putting on 
of Apparel, but the hidden Man of the Heart, &c. Now 
heres a very full Text for the Adamites, in the Senfe of 
that Miniffer, Madam, who is {0 angry at four Pearl- 
Necklace, all putting on of Apparel being therein as ig 
feems exprefly and direétly forbidden, and accordingly 
not only Naked Breafts wou'd bé lawfull, nay @ | Duty, 
but even Primitive Simplicity all over. Bur this Ueing 
an abfurd and ridiculous Senfe, We muft therefore en- 
quire for another, which can be only that We have 
given, and which ought to be admitted in St. Paul as 
wy as Se. Peter, and the former Scripture as well as 
tnis.

An{w. There's firft of all a great deal of difference 
between Imprudent and Criminal Liberties in Difcourie 
and Converfation ; both of thefe indeed may have ill 
Confequences, and therefore both to be Avoided and 
Repented of, tho’ in a far different Degree ; and no way 
can be more Effectual to repair fuch an Error than that 
Propos'd in the Queftion — But if that fhou'd prove 
Ineffeétual, if yee the Perfon who has been the Unhap- 
py Occafion of anothers Ruine, do all chat lyes in their 
Power to retrieve ’em trom Vice and Deftruction, no 
more certainly will be requir’dof ’em, except a Hearty 
Sorrow tor what they now find ’tis too late to amend.
